Foremost among the meas- 
ures he favored asking for was a bill 
abolishing the offices of road jiper- 
visors and granting greater power to 
the township trustees in the toatter 
of building and repairing roads and 
the enactment of a measure that will 
give to-nrnship trustees the same" pow- : 
er that is delegated to city councils ia 
the matter of retrulathig the speed of 
automobiles. :Mr: -rEB^erT; OBBtjBiMled: 
that if city councils couid ipld 
the 


automobiles down to- ff or Ii 'mBes ai 
hour in the city, the township authori- 
ties should be given the right to limit 
them to 12 or 14 mHes an. hour on 
country roads. Mr. Rusler said ie 


that the automobile had come to 


stay and had no objection to its uses 
but did have to its abuses and thought 
the driver of a machine should be held 
criminally responsible for causing an 
accident where it was possible for 
him to prevent it by exercising' reas- 
onable caution. 
He also favored a 


general law requiring the placing of 
large numbers on each side of anto- 
mobiles with also the name of. the city 
or town to which a machine belongs 
being displayed in. plain view.

Tbe local association is inaugurat- 


ing a movement for the organization. 
of an association of township trustees 
in each county in the state and also 
the organization of a state organiza- 
tion to look after the enactment of leg- 
islation that is needed by the township 
auhorities.
